HIS RECALL IS DEMANDED OF

M adrid, M arch 7.—Capt.-Gen. Calleja 
of Cuba has dem anded the recall of the 
American consul-general a t H avana, 
A t a cabinet council last night it was 
agreed to support the demand. 
W ashington, M arch 7.—Owing to the 
lateness of the hour when the news of 
the dem and for the recall of the Ameri­ 
can consul-general a t H avana was re­ 
ceived it was impossible to secure any 
inform ation in regard to it here. The 
last governm ent blue book, dated July 
I, 1893, gives the nam e of the consul- 
general a t H avana as Ramon O. Will 
Jams of New York. No inform ation on 
the subject had reached the Spanish 
legation here up to 9 o’clock last even­ 
ing.

MANY BATTLES FOUGHT. 


Government 
Revolution Is 
Thinks the 
et an End. 
H avana, Cuba, M arch 7.—Owing to 
further disturbances in S anta Clara the 
government declares th a t province un­ 
der m artial law. 
A party of 200 in 
surgents appeared near the sugar plan­ 
tation of San Lino Tuesday. They were 
under the leadership of M atagas, who 
is characterized as a bandit, but sym­ 
pathizers of the patriotic cause say this 
accusation is unjust. A detachm ent of 
volunteers was sent there a t once, with 
three officers and five members of the 
civil guard, 
a hot engagement 
fol­ 
lowed, which lasted more .han an hour, 
during which time the insurgents held 
the position. 
The volunteers fought 
bravely, however, and finally dislodged 
them. 
In their flight the insurgents 
abandoned eleven horses, their provi­ 
sions, hammocks and other effects, all 
of which were captured by the loyal 
forces. In the engagement one lieuten­ 
a n t and four of the loyal volunteers 
were wounded and taken to 
Rodhs 
W hen last seen the insurgents were go­ 
ing tow ards Los Burros. It is said the 
ultim ate destination of the insurgents 
is Colon. 
In Colon the com m andants of the loy­ 
al troops m et a party of eighty insur­ 
gents under the leadership of 
M ata­ 
m oras. The insurgents ran away leav­ 
ing two horses and their saddles. Capt. 
M anzano m et the same party in Songo 
and gave them battle. On the side of 
th e Spanish troops one man was wound­ 
ed and one horse killed. 
Emilio Calleja y Isasi, captain-general 
of Cuba, in an interview, said: 
“By quick and strong measures we 
have stopped the uprising in M atanzas 
in six days. We have never doubted 
the results. The party of the bandit 
M atagas In Colon, Jagury, and S anta 
Clara, which was reported 200 strong, 
w as acquired by enforcement drafts 
from these villages. 
Dispatches have 
been secelved which show th a t M atagas 
had scarcely seventy men when he re­ 
treated. The situation in Santiago is 
more serious. We are working there to 
pacify m atters. 
From news received 
by the governm ent we are in hopes th a t 
everything there will he settled w ith­ 
out fighting.”

Orlando 'Wilkins, One of the Thieves,Dead 
and His Partner in Jail. 
Des Moines, Iowa, March 7.—The town 
of Adel, twenty-five miles west of this 
city, was the scene of a hank robbery 
early yesterday morning, the boldness 
of which is unparalleled in the criminal 
annals of the state. 
As a result of the robbery one of the 
robbers, who but recently was released 
from serving a two-years’ sentence In 
the Minnesota penitentiary at Stillwa­ 
ter, Minn., lies dead in the court house 
a t Adel, his associate, uninjured, is a 
prisoner in the county jail, while the 
cashier of the Adel State Bank Is laid up 
w ith a serious wound In his shoulder 
and four other citizens and a school­ 
boy are laid up at their homes, more or 
less injured. The dead: 
W ILKINS, ORLANDO, one of the 
robbers, shot three times and killed in­ 
stantly. 
The wounded: 
Bally, C. D., m erchant shot In the 
neck while In the bank. 
Barr, E. L., postm aster, shot while at 
his door, not seriously.

a m erchant, shot on the 
street, not seriously. 
Decker, Cecil, schoolboy, h it by shot, 
unconscious for an hour, will recover.

A t 8:45 o’clock in the morning, when 
the bank opened for business, as usual, 
two strangers entered and approaching 
Cashier S. W. Leach said they desired 
to make a deposit. As he approached the 
paying teller’s desk one of the men, 
the ex-convict W ilkins, raised a repeat­ 
ing rifle, which up to this time he had 
carried concealed beneath his overcoat,

Mr. Eddmon is also mayor 
of the town. A fter the m urder and the 
air of m ystery surrounding the tragedy 
complaints were freely made th a t the 
officials were inclined to be lax in their 
Investigations. The fact was they were 
completely a t sea In view of the number 
of theories advanced. There were cer­ 
tain points of evidence in possession of 
the officers, however, th a t led them to 
search the premises of Mr. Peaney him­ 
self. Peaney had made the statem ent 
th at he had no revolver in the house for 
four years. The police, however, found 
one in the house of his sister, who ad- 
told him they had come in to get money m itted It belonged to Peaney. He was 
instead of depositing it and his life a t once placed under arrest and taken 
depended upon his immediate compli- to Bowling Green, where he was lodged 
Meanwhile In jail to aw alt a prelim inary hearing.

Gonzales Cassada, Secretary, Acting In 
a Suspicions Manner In Florida. 
Tam pa, Fla., M arch 7.—Gonzales Gue

Im m ediately upon Mr. Baily’s appear­ 
ance W ilkins wheeled and turned his 
rifle upon him and, before the latter 
could escape or make any rem onstrance 
whatever, fired. The shot took effect in 
the lower part of the right jaw, tearing 
its way through the flesh and cutting a 
deep wound beneath the chin. 
At this W ilkins turned and fired at 
Cashier Leach. The latter, seeing the 
impending danger, dodged, and instead 
of receiving the charge in the face, as 
had been intended, was severely wound­ 
ed in the left shoulder. 
The sound of the shooting attracted 
the attention of a num ber of people 
passing, among them Cole F. Noel, jus­ 
tice of the peace, who w ithout suspect­ 
ing the nature of the trouble, opened the 
door and stepped inside the bank. Again 
W ilkins turned and fired, but this time 
missed. 
At this interesting juncture, Sheriff 
Payne of Dallas county, who was pass­ 
ing, suspected the cause of the excite­ 
m ent and draw ing his revolver began 
shooting through the glass door. 
The 
two robbers at once left the bank, shoot­ 
ing as they went, and made for their 
buggy. 
Arriving a t the buggy Craw­ 
ford untied the horses, having previous­ 
ly tossed the canvas sack containing the 
money into the buggy. The men then 
urged the horses into a gallop and drove 
south and west in a circuitous route, 
evidently heading for some heavy tim ­ 
ber five miles away.
